THE TAX COMMISSION. 


The tax commission is preparing a 


number of bills to present to the leg- 
islature that will be of importance in 
helping 
that body to intelligently 


equalize the burden of taxes. ' There 
is no practical question that requires 
as much thoughtful a.nd fair consider- 
ation as the question of taxes, and 
there is no commission of greater im- 
portance than the tax commission. 
The state has a real and personal prop 
erty valuation cf about $2,225,000,000. 
Something like twenty-five per cent, of 
this amount is assessed for taxes. If 
this assessed valuation could be in- 
creased one-half and equitably dis- 
tributed, one-fourth cf one per cent, 
would keep the treasury amply sup- 
plied, and neither individuals nor cor- 
porations would be burdened.

It Was Couatructed by Hlero, Klaff of 


Syracuse. 


The largest wooden ship "ever bnilt 


was that constructed by Hiero, king 
of Syracuse, under the direction 
of 


Archimedes. 
We -are informed 
that 


Ptolemy Philopater had a ship 2SO cu- 
bits long, 38 broad and 48 high. 
It 


carried 4,000 rowers, 400 sailors and 
3,000 soldiers. That which the same 
prince made to sail on the Nile was 312 
feet long, 45 feet .broad, with a mast 
120 -feet high. But that.was nothing 
compared with Hiero's ship. 
It had* 


all the -variety of apartments peculiar 
to a palace, ibanquetin-g rooms, galler- 
ies, gardens, fish ponds, sta-bles, mills, 
baths, etc. It -was encompassed with 
an iron ram-part and eight towers, with 
walls and bulwarks, furnished 
with 


machines of war, particularly 
one, 


which threw a stone of 200 pounds on 
a dart tw-elve cubits long, .the distance 
of" half a mile. Though the hold- was 
extremely deep, one man' sufficed 
to 


keep it clear of water, by means of 
machine now called the Archimedian 
screw. 
An Athenian -poer, made 
an 


epigram on this superb vessel, 
for 


which he was well paid. Hlero sent 
him G.OOO bushels of corn, as a reward. 
Hiero, finding there was no port oi 
Sicily capable of harboring this vessel 
in safety, resolved to make a present 
of it to King -Ptolemy, and Hent it to 
Alexandria.—New York Weakly.
